London, October 3.—“Every other na- 
tion and all our own self-governing colo- 
nies have refused to accept the gospel of 
Cobden, and yet although they ought, ac- 
cording to its dogmas, to be in the last 
stage of depression and decline, they have

That is the keynote of Joseph Cham- 
berlain’s manifesto which will be pub- 
lished October 5 in the form of a preface 
to a shilling pamphlet—‘'Mr. Cham- 
perlain's Proposals; What They Mean 
and What We Shall Gain by Them,’’ by 
c. A. Vincent, secretary to Mr. Cham- 
berJain’s tariff organization. In view of 
the manner with which the war office 
pamphieteers have again come into vogue 
in English politics the publisher has ap- 
propriately given Mr. Chamberlain's 
pronouncement deep red covers in sig- 
nificant contrast with the undecided blue- 
gray Balfour's academic 
treatise on the fiscal question. 

Strong Words Used. 

Mr. Chamberlain does not mince mat- 
ters. With characteristic aggression he 
carries the war into the enemy’s camp. 

“Those who maintain,’’ be writes, “in 
a spirit of blind obscurintism the absolute 
inspiration of an antiquated doctrine will 
have much to explain.”’ 

His remarks are addressed to ‘‘men of 
all political opinions, since the questions 
now raised are not necessarily matters of 
party politics, nor indeed, is it lHkely 
that the issues will be decided on strict- 
ly party lines. 

He begins by saying: 

“It is difficult to belleve that the re- 
sults of the investigation will not con- 
vince every impartial man of the necessi- 
ty for reconstruction of the system which 
has remained stationary and unaltered 
for more than half a century while every 
other policy has beén modified and adapt- 
ed to meet modern requirements.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain points out

protected countries than in the United 
Kingdom, and says: 

“Free trade, if it had ever existed, 
might have secured for us all that its 
promoters promised; but free imports 
without free trade have brought us face 
to face with problems which never en- 
tered into Cobden’'s calculation. We know 
that the idea of a united empire did 
not appeal to him and that he regraded 
the colonies as encumbrances to be got 
rid of as soon as possible. The little 
Engianders who follow his lead are likely 
to be moved by any consideration aris- 
ing out of our new found pride and 
faith in our distant kinsmen. But what 
would Cobden have said if he had fore- 
seen that the trades unions whose exist- 
ence he deprecated, would be successful 
in protecting labor in a score of ways, 
tending to Increase the rate of wages and 
to raise the standard of living? Would 
Cobden as the representative of the man- 
ufacturing class have still maintained 
that while the m@nufacturer was arti- 
ficilally prevented from obtaining labor 
at the lowest rate he ought to rest con- 
tent when the products of foreign labor, 
untrammelled by any regulations and leg- 
islation, to which he had to submit, un- 
dersell him in his own market? Cobden’s 
scheme was at least consistent. It was 
free labor as well as free imports; but, 
free imports combined with protected la- 
bor, is neither consistent nor profitable 
to any of the parties concerned.” 

Little Consolation. 

Mr. Chamberlain holds that the consol- 
ing theory that other ¢ountries are ruin- 
ing themselves by bounties and import 
duties hardly coincides with the fact that 
British exports have been practically 
stationary for twelve years, while those 
of other countries have increased so rap- 
idly that “if the relative progress con- 
tinues for kh few years longer, they will 
have left us far behind.”’ 

Dealing with the colonies and their de- 
sire for better commercial treatment, Mr. 
Chamberlain says: 

“It is not answer to offer them an im- 
perial court, which they have already 
refused. If we reject their proposals for 
reciprocity we shal] be in great danger 
of losing Our present trade with them as 
well as the prospects of {ts future exten- 
sion. It is entirely owing to the growth 
of our colonia] trade that the actual and 
heavy decline in.imports to foreign pro- 
tected countries has been concealed in 
our general returns. Do the stern advo- 
cates of unrestricted ‘imports consider 
it satisfactory that we should have noth- 
ing to thargain with and continue to be 
grateful for such crumbs as fall from 
the rich man’s table, in the shape, at the 
hest, of the most favored nation clause, 
which only gives us the benefits of ar- 
rangements previously made with sole 
reference to the interests of other per- 
sons, and in respect whereto we had 
never been consulted? Is it not childish 
to tgnore the fact that by ‘bargaining on 
equal terms other nations have been able 
to promote their special interests and 
that if we also had in our hands weapons 


of retaliation we should probably be able_ - 


to bring the world much nearer a unmi- 
versal free trade sysfem than it has 
ever been siince Cobden’s time? Our free 
food friends will have to be a little more. 
definite and more accurate. They will 
have to explain why the transfer of tax- 
ation, say from tea to bread, would be 
disastrous, even though it benefited our 
industries. and restored them to some- 
thing like relative position which they 
enjoyed twenty years ago. They. will 
have to decidg once f@ all whether for- 
eign bounties are a blessing or a curse;

He forecasts that the rhuch de- 
bated food taxes may take the shape of 
2 shilling (60 cents) duty on wheat and 
& per cent ad valorem on foreign import- 
ed wheat. Mr. Chamberlain, it is de- 
clared, has not the sligntest intention 
of reviving the old corn laws and that 
even if the wheat tax ralsed the price of 
bread it could be accompanied by a re- 
vision of other taxdtion so as to make 
it absolutely certain that the working 
classes will not pay a farthing more in 
their necessary household expenditure 
than they paid before the change in the 
svstem of tariffs.

PIUS ISSUES 
AN ENCYCLICAL 


lt Commemorates Leo XIill 
and Is Entirely Religious 
in Tone, 


Rome, October 3.—The Osservatore 
Romano publishes tonight the text of an 
encyclical by Pope Pius X commemorat-. 
ing Leo XIII. The encyclical, the first 
issued by Pope Pius, is entirely religious 
in tone. The most important and inter- 
esting part is as follows: 

“We procbaim that we have not in the 
supreme pontificate any other programme 
than to gather all things in Christ, so 
that Christ shall be all in all. There 
will not be lacking those, who, measuring 
divine things by human laws, wil) try 
to discover what are the secret intents 
of our soul. We say to them that we do 
not wish to be, and with Divine aid, shall 
not be for human society Other than 
the minister of God, of whose authority 
we are the depository. The interests of 
God shall be our Interests, for which we 
are determined to spend all our strength, 
and life itself, if it were asked, in order 
that we may gather all things in Christ.’’ 

His holiness recommends the education 
of the young, particularly hy the clergy, 
and expressds the wish that Catholic so- 
cieties may spread in the ‘cities and 
through the country and give an example 
of Christian life. He declares’ that 
obedience to the laws and submission to 
the government are the duty of all 
citizens. 

The encyclical closes thus: 

“It is evident that the church instt- 
tuted by Christ must enjoy full and en- 
tire independence.”

Text cf the Petition from the Ameri- 
can Missionaries Requesting the 
Admission of Red Cross 
Corps to the Disturbed 
Districts, 


Constantinople, October 3.—The fol- 
lowing is the text of the petition, signee 
by twenty-one men and women, consti- 
tuting the American missions at Morn- 
astir, Philipopolis, Salonica and Sama- 
kov, recently presented to United States 
Minister Leischman and to the British 
ambassador, Sir Nicholas O'Connor, 
questing them to secure the admission 
of a corps of the Réd Cross Society into 
Turkey, or as an alternative, permission 
for the members of the American mis- 
sions to dispense charity. After reciting 
that a state of insurrection exists in 
parts of Eufopean Turkey and that great 
suffering will certainly result therefrom, 
the petition proceeds: 

“We, the undersigned, know absolutely 
from unimpeachable authority that the 
suffering of the inhabitants in the dis- 
turbed districta fs already widespread 
and acute and it is sure to become more 
so as time pagses and winter draws cn. 
Without a canvas of the districts in ques- 
ption we do not gare io estimate the nui- 
ber of houseless people who are suffering 
from lack of food, clothing, medical at- 
tention, ete. Wé dre morally certain, 
however, that the number runs into the 
thousands. In some places they are liv- 
ing on roots and grass even now, at the 
end of the harvest. What wil] they do 
later? We have the testimony of eye- 
Witnesses that in some places the wound- 
ed are lying without medical attendanve 
and with no reméé@y and no physicians 
inreach of their regards. 

“Regardless of the question as to 
where the responsibilities lie and regard- 
less of the creed or nationality of the 
sufferers, it seems to us that the condi- 
tion is one which must compel the sym- 
pathy of every humane person, especia!- 
ly in view of the fact that the greater 
partof the sufferers are women and lit- 
tle ¢hildren. Hence we humbly and 
urgéitly petition the governments of the 
United States and Great Britain to take 
activ® measures to induce the Red Cross 
Societies of America and England to 
bring relief to the stricken districts and 
also % encourage the opening of popu- 
lar subscriptions.

Rome, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)—An 
incipient riot was quelled in the court 
bouse this morning only by the prompt 
and vigorous intervention of Judge W. M. 
Henry and court officials, 

Jiles Watson and Sam Heard, both 
colored, were on trial, charged with as- 
Sault and battery upon the person of 
Sam Bailey, also colored. Bailey is in 
jail charged with assault: upon the per- 
son of a negro girl, all parties living 
as. néar neighbors in thig county. It 
seems that after the alleged assauit took 
place Wat:on and Heard were very much 
Outraged and, taking the law into their 
own hané;, administered a terrible whip- 
ping upta Bailey. They are said to have 
Strip’ .d the negro, stretched him across 
a log and literally thrashed his hide into 
Strips. Afterwards, wheg Bailey was 
arrested, he charged the negroes. with 
assault and battery, and they were put 
in jail. 

This morning when their cases -were 
called it seems that a good many of their 
friends, who evidently sided with them 
in the whipping episode, were in the 
court room, and when Watson and Heard 
were Brought in pandemonium broke 
loose, 

Cries of ‘“‘Turn them loose, turn them 
loose,”’ ‘“‘They did right,’’ ‘Rescue them,”’ 
etc., were heard on all sides, and for a 
few momenis it looked like there would 
be serious ‘trouble. It is stated that 
both whites and ce@lored joined in -the 
ery. 

Before anything like a rush could be 
made for the prisoners, Judge Henry was 
upon his feet demanding that the sheriff 
and bailiffs present restore order. This 
Was done with considerable difficulty and 
with the assistance of several members of 
the bar. 

When order was finally restored the 
cases proceeded to their conclusion, but 
the court officers were on the alert for 
any further trouble. Judge Henry was 
very indignant over the mob spirit shown 
and expressed himself in ho unmeasured 
words concerning it.

In making this statement Dr, Fox declares this is his final interview; he 
will have nothing further to do with newspaper reporters and will, in the 
future, make no statement for pubDlication. 

Dr. Fox has been quoted to some extent recently, and of particular interest 
are his views On newspaper reporters. He speaks of them in unmistakable 
terms and declares the majority of them are irresponsible and without judg- 
ment. 

Dr. Fox also pays his respects to Mr. O’Connell, pastor of the Wesleyan 
Tabernacle, who had sOme pertinent things to say of the police department 
last Sunday. He says Mr. McConnel] is a sensation hunter and sayg the 
statement that Mr. McConnell did Not pay his rent will be vouched for by 
a prominent citizen, whose name Will be furnished on request. 

Dr. Fox declares he has not prejudged the Moon case. He does not now 
belleve and will not believe until it is proven beyond a shadow of a doubt 
that Moon wrote the letter to a ques tionable character charged to him. The 
whole thing, he says, is an effort to stir up scandfils which have no agolid 
basis in fact, in order to Sell more papers. 


Exclusive Statement from Dr. Fox. 


Fox’s statement in full follows: 


Dr. 
A TLANTA, GA., October 3, 1903.—Editor Constitutfon: Having been latterly 
assailed freely by The Atlanta Journal and The Atlanta News, upon mat- 
ters connected with the police force, and more especially with reference to 
the Moon case, now pending before the board of which I am a sworn offi- 
cer, I feél that it is not amiss for me to make you a statement, although, as 
a rule, I am averse to rushing into print. 

As to newspaper reporters and my _ attitude* toward them, The Atlanta 
News, which poses as the exponent of yellow journalism, alludes to them as 
“dauntless young scribes,” going about and heroically unearthing corryption., 
To me they have appeared as a wholly irresponsible lot of young men, with- 
out discretion or judgment, as to the majority, and dissipated and reckless as 
to the minority, ever ready to sacrifice anything or anybody, if by so doing 
they could make small sensations for their respective newspapers. 

A careful investigation would show that many quiet and sober-minded 
citizens agree with my estimate of the reporters. It is an easy matter to 
create sensation when one does not have to be lHimted by truth, accuracy of 
detail, or fear of consequences, and requires neither ability, nor yet good 
judgment. Over-zealous friends, like The News, often mistake assininity for 


courage. 


As to the Rev. Mr. McConnell. 


As to the Rev. Mr. McConnell. He is hunting notoriety, a sensation hunter, 
posing before the public as a pillar in upholding the public edifice, and pre- 
venting its undermining by the wickedness of public officials. Such men are 
Seekers after public applause, watching for eyery opportunity that will get 
their names blazoned before the public. He is representative of a class who, 
of late years, have made much noise, and done g@ great amount of posing. but 
when the evening comes and the sheaves are gathered in, I opine that some 
of the less noisy. ones will have the bigger bundle. I have not said that he 
owed me any money, but my authority for the statement I did make is one of 
the best citizens of Atlanta, who does not wish his name exploited in print, 
but if Mr. McConnell or his accredited representative will call on me he can 
learn who authorized the statement. . 

As to the Moon case. I have not prejudged it. I did say that, “I did not 
believe Captain Moon had written the letter alleged to have ‘been written by 
him to a bad character.” I do not so believe now, mor will I so believe uatil 
it is proven beyond a doubt. As to the merits of the case now pending be- 
fore the police board against the two captains, I have neither prejudged, 
nor given out opinions. When the case is heard and st »mitted for decision 
the publig will have no occasion to say that I avoided or dodged any is- 


sue, 


Atlanta Police Force Compared. 


In @ general way, allow me to say: The police commissioners are allowed 
$2 per day with which to hire policemen. This is not big pay. The Atlan- 
ta police force is as good as we can get for the money, and compares very 
well with the police of other cities. Strangers often comment on the orderli- 
ness of the city and the effective way in which laws are enforced. The 
“dauntless young scribes” have not yet stirred un any great crimes com- 
mitted by the policemen, or the police officials, nor have they shown that the 
natural differences arising between the Seven men composing the board have 
marred the efficiency of the force. 

The whole thing is of a piece, an effort to stir up scandals, which have 
no solid basis in fact in order to sell more papers, 

In conclusion, a personal word. I have lived here nearly forty vears. My 
record is fairfy well known to Atlanta people, a majority of whom know wheth- 
er I have profited at the expense of the public welfare, and whether I have 
done things unbecoming a good citizen. My colleagues on the police board 
will concede, I dowbt not, that in questions before the board I have been neither 
a ‘“‘flopper’’ nor a partisan. I am entirely willing to leave my reputation

Yesterday morning Dr. Len G. Brough- 
ton, pastor of the Baptist Tabernacie, 
telephoned the chief of police, calling 
his attention to a story in The Consti- 
tution in which Mr. Etheridge was quoted 
as saying that Dr. Fox had used profane 
words in.Dr. Edmondson’s drug store. 
Chief Ball read the story referred to and 
sent for Captain Jennings. To the cap- 
tain the chief made a statement of what 
had been reported to him and the captain 
was instructed to investigate the matter 
and if Dr. Fox had violated any law to 
make a case against him. 

At an early hour yesterday morning 
Captain Jennings placed in the hahds Of 
Patrolman Meeks a copy of charges 
against Dr. Fox and about 2 0O’clock 
Officer Meeks served the papers on the 
doctor. 

While investigating the matter.Captain 
Jennings was asked by Mr. Etheridge to 
hold the case in abeyance. This was re- 
ported to the chief and the latter stated to 
Captain Jennings that if a city ordinance 
had been violated the matter could not 
be held in abeyance. 

Mr. Etheridge stys he does not wish to 
appear in the role of prosecutor against 
Dr. Fox. He merely wishes to let the 
Officers of the law do what they think 
should be done. 

“I am ready and willing to appear in 
court,”’ stated Mr. Etheridge, ‘‘and testi- 
fy to what I know ff I am summoned as 
a witness.”’

SUON MADE ASHES 


Savannah Has Largest Confla- 
gration for Years 


Savannah, Ga., October $.—(Special.)— 
Savannah was visited tonight by the most 
disastrous fire it has suffered in years. 
The loss fell upon but one concern, 
John Rourke’s iron works and marine 
railway, but it was severe. Mr. Rourke 
himself announces his loss as being $/25,- 
000, with insurance a little short of $50,- 
000. 

The fire started, or was discovered, at 
8:40 o'clock. Forty minutes before, the 
night watchman had made his rounds, and 
found nothing amiss. When he saw the 
flames they were bursting through the 
roof of the casting room. 

Almost at the same time there was a 
loud explosion of cartridges and powder 
in the casting room, and this caused an 
immediate spread of the flames. 

The watchman ran to a telephone and 
sent in the alarm. In a remarkably 
short time the entire department was on 
the scene to fight the first really big 
fire it has had to cope with in several 
years. 

Such a start had been gained by the 
flames, through the nature of the con- 
explosion, however, that the firemen 
found that they could direct their efforts 
with more advantage to the saving of

Was the Founder of Agnes Scott In- 
stitute and President of the 


George W. Scott Invest 
ment Company—Fun- 


eral Occurs Monday.

Colonel George W. Scott, of Decatur, 
a prominent real estate investor, andthe 
founder and supporter of the Agnes Séott 
institute, is dead. His death occurted 
yesterday morning about 10 o’clock at 
the Elkin-Cooper sanitarium, after an il- 
ness of nine days. He had been in falk 
ing health for a number of years, ané 
about a week ag0 was brought to the 
sanitarium from his home in Decatur, 
Ga. The news of his serious illness was: 
knowgp in the city, but it was announced: 


that his condition was much improved, |} 
and consequently the news of his death § 


comes as an entire surprise to his many 
friends in Georgia, Florida and in other 
parts of the union, where he was well 
known and apprmciated. 

Particularly will his death be felt in 
Florida, where he was as well kypown in 


‘the years before the war and immediate- 


ly after as he has been in Atlanta and 
Savannah in the last twenty years. He 
was one of the most influentia] men in 
the state and numbers his friends by 
thousands in both Georgia and Florida. 
Colonel Scott will be missed greatly at 
Agnes Scott institute, which has been 
ever since its foundation the pride of 
his heart. This college, its Welfare and 
its improvement, has taken much of his 
time and his attention. He founded it 
in 1889 for the purpose of giving the 
women of the state an institution in 
which they might obtain a higher educa- 
tion than that afforded by the schools, 
and ever since its establishment he hag 
taken delight in contributing money to 
its support In all Ke has contributed 
to it, for the building and the endow- 
ment, the sumi of $150,000. He attended 
every opening day. His devotion to it 
is proved by the fact that. he left hig 
beautiful home in Toxaway, N. C., where 
he had be@n spending the summer, and 
hastened to Atlanta for the purpose of 
being on hand when the school opened, 
He had the satisfaction of knowing, how. 
ever, before his death that the school {n 
wiiich he took so much pride was at lagt 
self-supporting. For many years, in fa 
since the beginning, he had been call 
on to pay the deficit until last year, whey 
fhe school paid for itself. It has af 
present an endowment of $50,000. The 
school was named after his mother. 


His Relatives Here. 


Colonel Scott leaves five children, G.} 


B. Scott, Mrs. T. L. Cooper, Mrs. Mur- 
phey Candler, Mrs. Nellie Candler, Mrs, 
C. E. Harmon, The funeral arrange- 
ments have not as yet been made, but the 
service will take place on Monday. 

Colonel Scott was born in Alexandria, 
Pa., and comes from a distinguished and 
prominent family, who took an import- 
ant part in the politics of tRis etate. His 
brother was ex-Senator John Scott, of 
Pennsylvania, and his father was John 
Scott, a member of congress. John Scott, 
the brother, was for many years the gen- 
eral] counsel of the Pennsylvania railroad. 
In 1850 Coione]l Scott came south on ac- 
eount of his health, and while traveling 
to Florida, his ultimate destination, he 
came through what is nOw the city of 
Atlanta, then Marthasville, and Decatur, 
and stayed here for a week or so. Final- 
ly he resumed his journey on horseback 
and went on to Florida. In Tallahassee, 
Fla,, he settled, and soon ‘yy good busi- 
nesS Management and persistent work, 
built up a large trade in cotton and 
merchandise, and at the time of the 
war had so expanded his business that 
it was the largest house in western Flor- 
ida. 

In 1854 he married 
Bucher, of Pennsylvania, 
1899. Several years later the war be- 
gan, and Coione] Scott, fired with the 
wrongs of the south, and forgetting his 
old state in the remembrance ef the new, 
too kup arms as a lieutenant of cavalry. 

He fought bravely and skillfully and 
Was soon raised to the position of colonel 
of a regiment. He participated promi- 
nently in the battle of Olustee, in which 
the federals were badly beaten. In the 
Dattle of Natural Bridge he selected the 
battle grounds for the confederate forces 
and it was on account of this choice of 
grounds that the federal forces were 
again beaten. This battle saved the 
Capital of Fiorida trom capture, aad it 
was the only capital of a southern state 
Which was not captured during the 
progress of the conflict. At the close 
of the war he was colonel in command 
of the middie and west Floridaa and a 
part of south Georgia. In all the re- 
ports to the confederate headquarters he 
is mentioned with the highest praise by 
his superior officers. 

After the war he found himself ruined 
from a financial standpoint, as was every 
other sOutherner, but he had gained the 
good opinion and regard of every man 
in his state, for in 1868 he was nominated 
by the democratic party for the position 
of governor over his most vigorous pro- 
test. He was elected, but the military 
authorities were not in favor of permit- 
ting a southern soldier and sympathizer 
holding a political office, and he was 
counted out by the military power con- 
trolling Florida, 

After this election in 1870, preferring 
to try his fortunes in a new field, he 
left Florida for Savannah, and here 
formed a great friendship for H. M. 
Comer, one of the most prominent citi- 
zens of this south Georgia city. He en- 
gaged again in the cotton business and 
met with marked success on account of 
hig close application tO work and his un- 
failing good judgment. 

Colonel Scott laid the foundations of 
his fortune by purchasing large tracks of 
land on Peace Creek, Fla., where valuable 
phosphate deposits had been discovered. 


Came Here in 1878. 


After the yellow fever epidemic which 
scourged Savannah, he left there and 
removed himself and family to Atlanta 
taking up his residence in Decatur and. 
conducting his business operations in 
Atlanta. He arrived here in 1876. He 
engaged in the manufacture of commer- 
cial fertilizers under the name of George

Mr. Bloxham was one of the intimate 
friends of Colonel G. W. Scott, who dicd 
vesterday. Speaking of Colonel Scott, 
Mr. Bloxham said:

He possessed in 
a’ marked degree all the elements neces- 
sary to produce the highest type of the 
purest and best citizenship. No man ever 
excélled him in genuine personal worth. 
Regarding his Own achievements, which 
were many and great, he was modest, 
uimost to a fault.

1995 the George W. Scott Manufactur- 
ing. Company combined with the Comer, 
Hull & Co., of Savannah, and Co.onel 
Seott was elected president of this great 
concern, one of the most important in 
the south. In 1898 the combined com- 
pany sold out for a targe amount to 
the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pany, the corporation which now con- 
trols the sale of fertilizers in this see- 
tion of the country. 

Colonel Scott at once formed the 
George W. Scott Investment Compaty, 
which has done much since its establish- 
ment for the good of Atlanta and for 
the upbuilding of the city. This com- 
pany erected the Century building, on 
the cerner of Alabama and Whitehall 
streets; one of the largest and most 
commoéious office structures in the city 
and inthe south. The company, which 


is still in existence, owns a haif interest 
in this building. The company also 
owns valuable property in Florida, the 
Chestatee Pyrites Company, the Scott- 
dale mills in DeKalb county, and other 
valuable property. Colonel Scott’ was 
one of the first mento develop the phos- 
phate fields in Florida an@ he realized a 
large profit off these transactions. 

He was one of the most charitable 
men in the city. He believed in not let- 
ting his right hand know what his left 
hand was doing and kept all the many 
kindnesses and charities ‘hidden from 
the public and few knew the amount 
that he gave away.

™%&N the restless theological age 
if in which we live, the most 
prominent and hopeful sign 
is the call for greater sim- 
plicity. “Back to Christ” 
has been, and is still, the 

one clear rallying cry. 
We are living in a busy 
- world. Men and women, 
who find themselves im- 
mersed in the myriad details of our 
complex civilization, have grown im- 
patient with much of the weaving of 
theological spinners. They are saying: 
“If it requires an octavo voiume to de- 
fine faith and a library to make plain 
the way of salvation, then, we are 

gone.” 


When Jesus was here the “common 
people heard him gladly,” and they are 
ready to hear him again. A_ wise 
teacher cannot afford, and does not 
wish, to disregard this demand for the 
simple words of life. Indeed, he wel- 
comes the wholesome and tonic atmos- 
phere that is produced by the great 
popular demand. If the air is electric 
with demands for simple truth, the 
preachers’ sentences should snap. 

In answer to this call there will come 
a clarified teaching that will tone down 
denominational differences and soften 
sectarian asperities. The differences of 
denominational creeds have not sprung 
from different interpretations of the 
words of Jesus, but from hair-splitting 
over matters which Jesus regarded as 
sufficiently unimportant to warrant His 
silence. ‘Who ever heard of a man 
tried for heresy because he did not be- 
lieve what Jesus said? 

Proportionately, too great emphasis 
has been laid upon words of hte scrip- 
ture writers who had not /the gift of 
lucidity of statement as Jesus had it. 
Theological teachers have too often fat- 
tened on the philosophic statements 
that are “hard to be understood,” while 


-_ 


their hearers have starved for lack of 
the bread of life. 

It has been repeatedly affirmed, and, 
I believe, never successfully contradict- 
ed, that the Apostle Paul has had a 
hundred times as much to do with 
shaping the creeds of Christendom as 
Jesus himself has had. The Apostle 

‘was a great philosopher and probably 
the greatest Christian the world has 
seen, but if the above statement is true, 
he has still had an influence too great 
when measured by the matchless doc- 
trines of his Master. 

I believe that theresolute determina- 
tion to get back to the simple teaching 
of Jesus will result in making religion 
intelligible to many who are befogged, 
and will, at the same time, promote 
quiet godliness. 

Fortunately for us, this demand for 
the essentials, the simple words of 
Jesus, can better be met today than 

ever before, and for this reason: Dur- 
ing the past generation there has been 
deeper and more painstaking research 
by scholars than ever. As many man- 
uscripts, tablets, etc., bearing on the 
Bible, were found during the last half 
century as had been found before dur- 
ing the Christian era. Not only that, 
but all the manuscripts have been ex- 
amined by scholars who were better 
qualified for their task than those who 
went before them. These scholars have 
carried a temper into their work, too, 
that, while giving us at times uneasi- 
ness, has resulted at last in increasing 
our confidence in the “Words of Life.” 

If the democratic idea, that lays large 
stress upon the individual, that is 
sweeping round the world, arid the sci- 
entific spirit, that calls everything into

question, have, on the one hand, les- 
sened the authority of priests and coun- 
cils, they have, on the other hand, given 
a firmer grasp on the great funda- 
mentals of truth, righteousness and 
godliness ; they have brought the words 
of Jesus to the world’s attention as 
never before, and this is a wholesome 
result. 

It seems that the time, then, is ripe 
to take the discourses of Jesus and dis- 
play the connected and symmetrical 
system of truth which he taught.

Lexington, 8. C., October 3.—The trial 
of former Lieutenant Governor James H. 
Tillman has been -in progress just one 
week, and as yet the state hag not form- 
ally rested its case. . Solicitor Thurmond 
announced, however, when the last wit- 
ness for the prosecution examined 
today had left the stand that the state

Saw Tillman Fire His Pistol. 

C. M. Lide, of Columbia, testified that 
he was passing along Main street, going 
toward the sate house, on his way to 
dinner, on January 15, and as he reached 
a polnt just south of the office of The 
State (newspaper) he saw Mr. Gonzales 
ahead of him; walking on a little further 
he saw Mr. Tillman with two other men 
coming from the state house, he said. 
Continuing, the witness stated: 

“I did not give any particular notice 
to either of them, but went along and 
when I got about the front of the bill- 
board next to the transfer office I just 
saw Mr. Tillman throw up his arm and 
shoot, just that way (indicating). Did 
not sée whether he drew his pistol] or 
not; just saw the shot. Instantly this 
man, a sort of light-haired man, who 
I was afterwards told was Senator Tal- 
bird, jumped between Mr. Gonzales and 
Mr. Tillman and threw his hands up this 
way against Mr. Tillman's face, and said.

Be- 
fore Judge Felton. Bibb superior court. 
Fish, P. J.—!. It is not the privilege of 

a party to an action to except to the 
judgment therein rendered, unless he is, 
either as an individual or in a represen- 
tative capacity, aggrieved thereby; and 
no one is in a legal sense aggrieved by a 
judgment which does not prejudicially 
affect his rights of property or pecuniary 
interests, or those of others for whom 
he ig relatively to the suit in which that 
judgment is rendered, the duly consti- 
tuted representative. 

2. An executor has an undoubted right 
to except to a decree whereby he is de- 
prived of commissions to which pe is 
legally entitled, but where all the per- 
sons interested in bringing about a prop- 
er distribution of the assets of an estate 
are before the covrt, either in person or 
through representatives other than the 
executor himself, he .is under no duty, 
and therefore it is not his privilege to 
bring under review the correctness of the 
decree entered, in so far as it affects 
the intereste of other parties to the. liti- 
gation who are satisfied with the result 
thereof. 

3. When an executor is authorized and 
directed by his testator to continue In 
operation, for a given period after the | 
death of the latter, a mercantile ente-- 
prise established by him, the executor 
has no statutory right to “commissions” 
on the gross receipts realized or the nec- 


essary disbursements made by him while 
conducting the business: but for his ser- 
vices in carrying it on during the stipu- 
lated period and making settlement with 
creditors for debts contracted by him in 
due course of trade, the only dlaim he 
can, under the laws of this state, enforee 
against the estate is one for reasonable 
compensation, to be fixed by the court.

FOR PRECIOUS GEMS 


Vast Fortune in Diamonds and Other Jewels Brought 
‘Over Seas Each Year-=-Extraordinary Precau- 
tions Taken on Shipboard. 


pw YORK, October 2.—(Special 


N\ comespondence.)—the value of th 
jewels and precious ‘stones imported 

Into the United States is often said to »%e 
the best barometer of the country’s pros- 
perity, and quite possibly this is the 
ease, since very few gems are produced 
in the Uniteg States and since the de- 
mand for them, which must be satisfied 
by transportation, is not likely to be 
widespread unless peeple are making 
more morey than they actually need to 
accord with their standards living. 
There are said to be some people who 
will go with empty stomachs in order 
to sport diamonds, but these in the ag- 
gregate are probably not numerous, and 
at any rate their purchases through such 
privations cannot be very extensive, since 
one good diamond or ruby or emerald 
costs about as much as would feed and 
clothe an ordinary person for a year. It 
is a well-accepted fact among Gealers in 
jewels that when prosperity Is widespread 
their sales increase rapidly, and that 
when hard times come theirs is about the 
first business to feel the depression. 

If it be admitted that the trade in 
gems is a faithful indication of the in- 
dustrial] situation, one must acknowledge 
that the fiscal year wnich ended with the 
first half of 1903 was the mvst prosper- 
ous in the history of the country, for the 
value of the precious stones imported 
during that period was far in excess of 
anything previously recorded. According 
to the compilation of the government offi- 
cials which has just been completed, dia- 
monds and other precious stones Of a 
value exceeding $30,000,000 were brought 
into the United States between June 30, 
1902, and June 30, 1903, and even this 
enormous total is probably below the ac- 
tual value, forthe figures are taken 
from the invOjices of the importers, who 
are not lIikely to overvalue packages on 
which they must pay a high import duty. 


of 


It is interesting to compare the figures 
given above with those for previous years. 
In 1902 the importation on this count 
amounted to $23,000,000; in 190! to $20,- 
000,000: in 1899 to $14,000,000; in 1898 to 
$9,000,000; in 1897 to $2,500,000; in 1896 
to $6,750,000; in 1895 to $7,500,000; tn 
1894 to $5,500,000. Between 1887 and 
1890 they had increased from $10,000,000 
to $16,000,000, but in. the next three 
years they fell off even more rapidly 
to $5,500,000. The influence of the de- 
pression of 1893 is very clearly marked 
in the small importations for the follow- 
ing year, while the tide of frosperity 
which sct in in 1898 has carried tne 
figures far beyond all previous records. 
Thus the total value of diamonds an 
other gems brought into the United 
States in the year just ended was naif 
again as great as in the preceding year, 
more than twice as great as in 1899 and 
three times as great as in any year Gown 
to 1887. Verily the love for jewels must 
grow by what it feeds upon. 

At present there exists a discrimination 
of 10 per cent in favor of the cutting of 
precicus stones in America, with the re- 
gult that a steadily increasing proportion 
of the total imports are ‘n uncut form. 
hus the value of uncut stones imported 
las increased from $2,500,000 in 1898 to 
$10,000,000 in 1903, or about one-third 
of the total. 

While nearly all the diamonds are at 
present produced, as everybody knows, by 
the mines of South Africa, most of those 
brought to the United States area shipped 
from Antwerp, Amsterdam or London, 
and enter the port of New York. The 
two former cities are the center of the 
Giamond-cutting industry, while London 
is the great diamond market of the 
world, and New York occupies a similar 
position in America. The greatest quan- 
tities of gems are brcught in by the Red 
Star steamers from Antwerp and by the 
,4merican line from London via South- 
ampton, though nearly all the fast liners 
have a shere in the trade. 

One might suppose this an ¢€xtremely 
profitable kind of cargo for the steam- 
ships to carry since the freight is paid 
according to value, and since a small box 
6 inches long and less that in width and 
depth may pay two or three hundred dol- 
lers in transportation charges. But this 
same box may contain a hundred thou- 


| 


sand dollars' worth of gems, and of 
course part of the freight rate is really 
raid for the insurance of their safe car- 
riage. In carrying packages of this tre- 
mendous value, extraordinary precautions 
must be taken. They are immured in 
strong safes and are carefully guarded, 
and in addition the shipper usually takes 
the precaution of insuring them with the 
marine comparies against the pogsiodle 
loss of the vessel, 

it is a noteworthy fact that not an 
irstance has brwn recorded iu which dia- 
mcnds have been lost or stolen. although 
a man could easily walk cff with half a 
million dollars’ worth of gems in his 
va‘stcoat pockets were it not that it is 
cine of the most difficult undertakings in 
the world to commit such a theft. or 
even to find where the gems are stored 
Cn shipboard. 

A mMumber of interesting deductions 
méy be drawn from the $30,000,000 and 
more which the American people paid 
siSt year fir diamonds and similar arti- 
cles cf luxurlous adornment. One js that 
this astonishing total, even with the im- 
port duty and the dealers’ profit added, 
represents an expenditure of only about 
SO cents for each man, woman and child 
in the country, so that to counterbalance 
the few who spend tens of thousands of 
dollars for jewels there must be a good 
many thousands of us who spend nothe 
ing at all. 

Another ts that in indulging this little 
fal-cy for expensive stones $2,000,000 was 
paid into Uncle Sam’s treasury, or enough 
to pay the salaries of the entire heuse of 
representatives. Another igs that the 
American people are the greatest pur- 
Chasers of precious stones in the world 
and that, while we cannot all wear dia- 
monds as yet, we may be able to do so in 
the course of time.

New York, October 3.—An attempt made 
by Dr. Frederick A. Cook, of Brooklyn, 
the wel] known explorer, to scale Mount 
McKinley in Alaska has failed. Dr. Cook, 
acompanied by Ralph Shinwold, of Colum- 
bia university, and Robert Dunn, left 
this city several months ag6, and -no news 
of the expedition had beén tfeceived un- 
til today. when a cablegram, signed by 
the leagler of the party, was received. 

“The net result of the expedition,” says 
Dr. Cook, “‘was a march of 600 miles 
with horses, nearly 400 miles’ -voyage in 
boats and rafts, the explorations of a good 
deal of new territory. the discovery of 
several moyntains. glaciers and rivers. 
The summit of Mount McKinley was not 
possible for us, owing to the approach of 
winter, but the memberg of the expe- 
dition fee] that we did all possible in the 
short working season of Alaskan summer. 
Every member of the party has enjoyed 
good health, and will return directly to 
the United §tates. The party made a 
southwesterly ascent of 11,000 feet, when 
they were stopped by a granite slope 
5,000 feet ip height, and impossible of 
ascent.”

And «the 
gallant Frenchman, his purse suddenly 
full, turns towards his feeble companion 
in arms, the moneyless James Monroe, 
and tells him to take what he needs. 

‘Honor to LaFayette!” 

In that attitude holding out the opcn 
hand to the Virginian whose “soul migdt 
have been turned wrong side out witn- 
out finding a spot upon it,’’ LaFayette's 
figure stands in a light as radiant as 
that which shone about him when he liea 
the lines at Yorktown. (ji)

All 
know that the spreading of the slaves 
does not increase the number of the 
slaves, but dilutes the evil and renders 
easier the remedy of it.

In that disappointing work, the ‘‘Recol- 
lections of Richard W. Thompson,” the 
author describes Mr. Jefferson as he ap- 
peared in Charlottesville in 1825. The

To little Thompson it 
appeared that Jefferson was dressed in 
home-made clothing. His shoulders were 
stooped, the voice feeme and trembling.

The mer- 
chant was very deferential, and when the 
tracing was finished took his customer 
by the arm to assist him to the carriage, 
which Jefferson slowly entered with the 
aid of the merchant and the old negro 
driver. 

In Kennedy's “Life of William Wirt” 
there is a note by the author in which 
Mr. Jefferson is vividly pictured in his 
last days: 

“Tl had never seen Mr. Jefferson. It 
was a hot day in July when We reached 
the top of the mountain and entered the 
spacious hal] of the mansion. Mr. Jeffer- 
son had been very ill with a recent at- 
tack of- his malady, and therefore ex- 
cused himself from receiving company. 
There was a large glass door which open- 
ed on the hall and separated Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s apartments from it. Whilst we 
sat in this hall a tall atenuated figure, 
slightly stooping forward, and exhibiting 
a countenance filled with an expression 
of pain, slowly walked across the ‘space 
visible through the glass door. It Was 
Mr. Jefferson. He was dressed in a cos- 
tume long out of fashion; small clothes, 
a Waistcoat with flaps and it struck us, 
in the brief view we had, sOme remnants 
of embroidery. The silence of the foot- 
fall, the old costume and the short space 
in which that image glided past the glass 
door made a strange and mysterious im- 
pression upon us. It was all] that I ever 
saw of the sage of Monticello.” 

As his strength waned, he feared that 
he might live too long, might Iinger mn 
dotage, This he dreaded and he longed to 
die before he became a mere driveling 
imbecile. To death he looked forward 
with serene confidence, an utter apDsence 
of fear. A gradual failure of the physi- 
cal organs and a dysentery which could 
not be checked brought on the end July 
4. 1826. To the last, he was clear-mind- 
ed and resolute. Declining to see a min- 
ister of the gospel except as a “kind, 
good friend,’’ the Deist who had always 


never wilfully harmed a human being, nur 
ever prostituted to any base purpose his 
time, talent or opportunity, put his feet 
into the great road of eternity withour 
the slightest tremor or doubt. 

On the night of the 3d of July he had 
asked, once and again, ‘Is it the Fourth?” 
His last thoughts were on his country and 
its birthday—the only birthday he ever 
wanted this republic to celebrate. “ee 
it the Fourth?’ Told that it was, he 
seemed satisfied and passed into slumber. 
During the morning of the Fourth he was 
in a stupor, Once he roused himself. The 
fingers—the long, chalky, stiffened fin- 
gers—took the old, old, shape of holding 
the pen and made feebly the motion of 
writing. 

With his last words he said, ‘‘Tell the 
committee to be on the alert!’’ The spent, 
relaxed brain was falling backward to the 
trains of thought, the ancient grooves of 
purpose, the bygone battle fields where he 
had stood in the ranks along where the! 
foremost stood.

Thomas Jefferson and John Adams dy- 
ing on the same day, July 4, 1826, there 
was but one signer left—Charles Carroll, 
of Carrollton. 

The old Homan was living in retire- 
ment at his stately Dougohoregan manor, 
near Baltimore, when on July 20, 1826, 
he was pressed to attend the funeral 
services in memory of Adatus and Jeffer- 
son. There was a solemn procession 
through the streets of Baltimore, a 
draped funeral car with black horses, a 
band of music playing dirges, a troop of 
horse with standara draped in Dilacd. 
In a carriage following the car rode 
Cnarles Carroll, the only living man who 
had signed the Declaration of Indepen- 
dance, and John Eager Howard, who had 
turned back the rout of battle at the 
Cowpens. Four generations trooped be- 
hind the venerable heroes, those veteTans 
of the ancient struggie for liberty. 

The governor of Maryland and all his 
brilliant staff were there; members of 
the executive and committees of arrange- 
ments were there; a multitude of worthy 
people from far and near were there; bat 
this writer has eyes for two figures only— 
old Charles Carroll, the last of the sign- 
ers, and John Eager Howard, the hero of 
the Cowpens!

Mr. Watson states that ‘‘the holy alli- 
ance had determined to drive back tne 
South American republics into’ the 
clutches of Spain.”” We fail to see how 
any one can question the correctness of 
this statement. Such a purpose on the 
part of the holy allianc> was the only 
thing that gave rise to the protest which 
became finally embocied in the mé€ssage 
of. President Monroe and since known 
as the Monroe doctrine. If the proposed 
Object of the holy alliance had only been 
“the regulation of the relations between 
Christian countries and the conservation 
cf existing European dynasties,’’ neither 
Fngland nor the United States would 
have paid any united attention to its 
proceedings or purposes, 

Mr. Scruges refers*t sotmné original con- 
ception of the Mcnroe doctrine In Wash- 
irgton’s farewell address. We do not 
find in this address an embryonic Iintl- 
ration of the Monroe doctrine. Wash- 
ington in his farewell address enjoined 
on his country not to “interweavée our 
destiny with that of any part of Europe; 
rot to entangle our peace and prosperity 
in the toils of European ambition, rival- 
ship, interest, humor or caprice.” In 
fact, if the holy alllance had confined its 
purposes to “the principles of Christian 
charity and to the conservation of ex- 
isting European dynasties,’’ it would 
have been impertinent for the president 
of the United States to have said any- 
thing and entirely eontrary to the advice 
contained in Washington's farewell ad- 
diess—to hold ourselves aloof frcm ‘‘con- 
troversies and causes which are essen- 
tially foreign to Our concerns.” 

When it became a manifest purpose 
of the holy alliance “to drive back the 
Scuth <Amergcan republics into the 
clutelies of Spain, or the reconquest of 
the §panish-American states, the partl- 
tion @f those states among the allied 
powels,’ it was then essentially a for- 
eign act, which England opposed for 
comme@cial reasons, and which the United 
States.opposed for politica] reasons. 
Erglam’ had established consular and 
trade telations with those South Amert- 
cen states, which their reconquest would 
have etf@ed and destroyed, and thus and 
in this Way England got with us on the 
Menroe doctrine.

Mr. Scruggs complains that Mr. Wat- 
son gave Jefferson too much credit for 
the Monroe doctrine, and that he (Mr. 
Watson) “contradicts some of the ac- 
cepted facts of history.” The fact 1s 
Mr. Watson did not contradict any of 
the accepted facts of history, but he 
omitted giving Jefferson ful] credit. Mr. 
Scruggs says: ‘Fifteen days later, that 
is to say on the (I7th of July, i823, 
three months and seven days prior to 
the date of Jefferson's letter, Mr. Adams 
had a personal conference with Baron 
Tuyl, the Russian mission in Washing- 
ton. At that interview he orally re- 
peated the substance of what he had 
written to Mr. Rush.” The holy alliance 
or congress of Verona, which called fortn 
the Monroe doctrine, met in 1822. Pres- 
ident Monroe’s message (the Monroe doc- 
trine) was dated December 2, 1823. In 
the year 1820 Thomas Jefferson wrote: 
“The day is not distant when we may 
formally require a meridian of parti- 
tion through the ocean which separates 
the two hemispheres, on the hither side 
of which no European gun shal! ever 
be heard nor an American on the other. 
The principles of society here and there 
are radically different, and I hope no 
American patriot will ever lose sight. of 
the essential policy of interdicting in the 
seas and territories of both Americas 
the ferocious and sanguinary conflicts 
of Europe.”’ 

I have already written of these histor- 
ical facts in my article on Jefferson pub- 
lished in The Constitution on the 6th 
of January, 1903, and in my paper on 
the same subject read before the Georgia 
bar Association at Tallulah Falls on 
the 5th of July @st. Mr. Scruggs: will 
understand my meaning in the saying 
that Jefferson’s letter of 1820, written 
two years before the meeting of the holv 
alliance at Verona and three years be- 
fore the message of President Monroe, 
was a4 declaration of every’ essential 
principle of the Monroe doctrine long 
before any one else had written on the 
subject. Mr. Watson could have given 
Mr. Jefferson the credit of stating the 
fundamental principles of the Monroe 
doctrine long antedating any one else, 
and which more than confirms the cor- 
rectness of all that Mr. Watson did say 
There is nothing in Washington's fare- 
well address as to keeping the European 
evetem from “the seas and territories of 
but if Mr. Scruggs 
thinks there is any shadow.of credit 
belonging to Washington, a whole sub- 
stance of credit should belong to Mr. 
Jefferson in his origina? and explicit 
Statement of the doctrine so early as 
1820. 

Senator George F. Hoar is a republi- 
can from Massachusetts, but he is too 
much of a scholar to misstate history 
and too much of a statesman to under- 
rate the greatness of the founders of the 
republic. Senator Hoar’s “special tntro- 
duction’’ to “The Writings of Thomas 
Jefferson’’ (memorial edition), published 
by the Thomas Jefferson Memorial As- 
sociation, of Washington, D. C., and ed- 
ited by Andrew A. Lipscomb, includes 
the following sublime tribute to Jeffer- 
Son: “I remember in my youth,” says 
Senator Hoar, “that a brilliant writer 
undertook with some success to carica- 
ture Daniel Webster, although it was a 
rather audacious attempt. He repre- 
sents Mr. Webster as saving, ‘The com- 
mon opinion in the eastern hemisphere 
is so and so—TI differ from this eastern 
hemisphere.” That was not so unreason- 
able a thing for Daniel Webster to say, 
But if Thomas Jefferson had said it, it 
would occur to no man that it was 
either extravagant or  presumptious. 
Thomas Jefferson was one of those men 
who can differ from hemispheres, from 
generations, from administrations and 
from centuries with the perfect assur- 
ance that on any question of liberty and 
righteousness, if the opinion of Thomas 
Jefferson stand on one side and the 
opinion of mankind on the other, the 
world will, in the end, come around to 
his way of thinkineg.’’

One has to go back ‘about “two 
decades in New York city politics, 
even to the days of grim old John 
Kelley, to find a parallel for the condi- 
tions of today and a leadership of 
Tammany like that of Coariey Mur- 
phy. 

The city now has for mayor Hon. 
Seth Low, a scholar in politics, who 
obtained an accidental election two 
years ago by a fusion of all the real 
and pseudo reform elements of the 
greater city that for any reason had a 
knife out for the Tammany democracy. 
Now the race is on again. The at- 
tempt has been undertaken to force 
Low once more upon a people who 
have learned that fusion and reform in 
the mouths of the conglomerate crowd 
is a nondescript delusion. But the 
crowd had nothing else it could do 
except to endeavor a repetition of the 
only device that promised success. 
So Low, republican, has been renom- 
inated, with Grout and Fornes, anti- 
Tammany democratic incumbents, for 
comptroller and president of the board 
of aldermen. 

The game this year, however, is not 
the game of two years ago. Charley 
Murphy, the new leader of Tammany, 
is showing up as one of the most 
astute and masterful men who has 
come to the front in New York city 
politics in twenty years. He knows 
every detail of the situation and is 
treating it with the strategic genius 
of a Napoleon and the diplomacy of 
a Bismarck. 

The nomination of Congressman 
George B. McClellan for mayor is in 
itself an inspiration. He is the son of 
an illustrious sire, a man of clean 
principles and record, and having a 
perfectly adequate equipment to make 
a practical mayor for the city. Then 
Murphy went right over into the ene- 
my’s camp and said to Grout and 
Fornes: “Because you both are demo 
crats and your conduct in office has 
been able and honest, the democratic 
party will indorse your work by nomi- 
nating you on its ticket also!” Grout 
and Fornes could make no reasonable 
objection to so flattering a proposal; 
indeed, they readily accepted this un- 
expected tribute from Tammany. 

So with Low, Grout and Fornes on 
the fusion ticket and McClellan, Grout 
and Fornes on the democratic ticket 
there remains nothing to fight over 
except the personal preference of the 
voter for Low over McClellan, or Mc- 
Clellan over Low. Low is a thirty- 
third degree republican serving as 
mayor of a notoriously democratic 
city. Hence the reasonable expecta- 
tion that McClellan should and will 
be chosen mayor in November. 

That Murphy knows the game and 
has drawn the cards to make an un- 
beatable sequence is shown by the 
fact that Roosevelt, Platt, Odell and 
the entire republican outfit have 
been smoked out of their holes and 
are howling like wild Apaches for the 
scalps of Grout and Fornes, and in- 
tend to bounce them from the fusion 
ticket—now fusion no longer, but fully 
revealed as the republican device for 
confusing the democracy and using 
a democratic defeat in the city this 
year to make weight for carrying New 
York state in the presidential election 
next year. But Murphy has called the 
conspirators to a show-down and 
the result seems now the foregone 
certainty that Tammany will win out!

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The Bay State Democrats. 

There is a plucking up of the old 
time courage in the hearts of the 
Massachusetts democracy. In their 
mouths is a song of harmony and in 
their campaign cry the note of a fox’s 
brush in sight and likely soon to dan- 
gle from the saddle-horn: of their 
leader. 

The state ticket they have nomi- 
nated is one of exceptionally good and 
popular men. Colonel Gaston, the 
nominée for governor, is the same who 
made the race last year. In 1896 
McKinley’s plurality in the state was 
173,265; in 1900 it was 81,869, or 
more than 50 per centum less. In 
1901 Josiah Quincy, for governor, re- 
duced that republican majority to 
71,447 and last year Colonel Gaston 
more than cut that one half in two, 
dragging it down to 37,120. 

But that: is not the whole story. 
While Bates, the republican, was 
elected by 37,120 over Gaston, the 
democrat, Chase, socialist, polled 33,- 
629 votes; Berry, social labor, polled 
6,079 votes; Partridge, prohibitionist, 
got 3,538 votes, and 11 votes were 
scattered; making a grand total of 
398,689 votes for all the candidates. 
Deducting the 196,276 votes given to 
Bates, we have left 202,413 against 
him, showing the republican party in 
the state lacking 6,137, plus one, of 
having a majority of one! 

The fact is plain that if Gaston 
gains as well this year as he did last 
year he will be elected governor in 
November. With his personally in- 
creased popularity, harmony in the

Mexico and the Silver Sweaters. 

The commissioners sent by Mexico 
to Europe to negotiate some plan in 
concert with the monetary autborities 
there for stabilizing the value of silver 
coins in those countries where they 
must continue indefinitely to be the 
currency of the daily life of thelr peo- 
ples, have returned like the sheep of 
dear Little Bo-Peep. Their tales of what 
they encountered in their tour and the 
tota] failure of their pleadings are pa- 
thetic enough, but might easily have 
been anticipated. 

They report, in effect, that Englan‘. 
because of her trade interests, and 
Russia, because of her political and 
graft interests, refuse absolutely to 
consider the establishment of a gold 
standard for China. That~means the 
continuance of international ex- 
changes in that country upon a bul- 
lion basis at fluctuating prices be- 
tween the metals—and that means big 
profits to the money-handlers and 
speculators of those gold countries 
that trade in the East. 

The Europeans also declared that 
the closing of mints to free coinage of 
silver is a condition precedent to any 
endeavor to give the Mexican peso @ 
fixed value in gold. That is an ulti- 
matum to Mexico that she must re- 
duce her coinage of silVer to a gold 
basis, or continue to have her coined 
and bullion silver treated alike as 
mere commercial commodities, with 
prices fixed by the incidents of supply 
and demand. 

The effect is to put Mexico, China 
and all other silver level countries at 
the monetary mercy of the gold stand- 
ard countries. These latter can thus 
purchase silver itself and all the com- 
modities of the former at bullion silver 
prices, fixed by the gold standard coun- 
tries. Nearly all European countries 
live within themselves on the level of 
their silver subsidiary coinages. Their 
people are, as a rule, too poor tu live 
above the dollar-a-day line and so for 
all the smail exchanges of their in- 
ternal commerce they need large vol- 
umes of silver coins of a small denom- 
ination, 

It is one of the easiest governmental 
grafts in the world to purchase bul- 
lion, or even coined, silver from Mex- 
ico, or drain the Mexican pesos from 
that country and the Orient, and turn 
them into English, French, Russian 
and German silver small coins, pafd 
out by the governments of those coun- 
tries as if they were gold, and thereby 
reap tremendous seijgniorship profits 
to their national treasuries. _ 

Our American silver goes the same 
way. .We mine it and sell it in bars 
to European countries, at present 
prices, for about 59 cents per ounce. 
Those countries coin it and deal it 
out to their own people at a currency 
value of $1.32 per ounce. But as our 
government is daily working the very 
same graft on us, we cannot kick. In- 
deed, we are in worse plight than the 
Europeans, for we cannot exchange 
our silver for gold at our treasury, 
While they can. * 

We really feel sorry for the Mexl- 
cans because of the turn down they 
have suffered, at the same time reserv- 
ing a sneaking sort of sympathy for 
ourselves.

IENNA, September 22. — Present 
V poutica turmoils as well as the 

complaints recently paid him by 
the visiting king of England have 
given more promise than ever to 
Dr, Karl Lueger, the burgomaster 
of Vienna and leader of the anti-semitic 
party In Austria. He is a self-made man 
who has risen from humble beginnings 
to be the leader of one of the most im- 
portant political parties in Austria. His 
father was a concierge in Vienna, but 
Karl had a taste for learning and the 
old man sacrificed his savings to enable 
the lad to go through the university. 
Karl got on well, and in due time be- 
came a lawyer. His ambitions, how- 
ever, were political, and he only utilized 
his position as a lawyer to get into polit- 
ical circles. 

At the beginning of his career, Dr. 
Lueger was a democrat and a philo-sem- 
ite, but in the liberal party, of which he 
was a member, he found all the positions 
of any importance whatever occupied 
by jews who made a point of keeping 
political Influence in the hands of their 
own people. He went over to the anti- 
semites, and within a few years raised 
this party to a great position which it 
had never before possessed. At this pe- 
riod, Dr. Lueger was an agitator pure 
and simple, and he addressed hundreds 
of meetings in support of the anti-semitic 
program, denouncing the jews as the ori- 
gin of all evil in the world. The move- 
ment caught on in Vienna under his 
leadership, and after several years of 
hard work. the anti-semitic party se- 
cured a majority in the Vienna city coun- 
cil, and Dr. Lueger was elected burgo- 
master. The emperor, however, refused 
to confirm the election, and for a year 
or two, the imperial court and the city 
council were in permanent conflict on 
this point.

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AMERICAN HOPS MAY BE USED 
IN MAKING ENGLAND’S BEI zi 


Special Correspondence. 

ONDON, September 24.—As every- 

pody knows, “the roast beef of old 

England’ has been coming from 
Chicago for some time, but it 
will probably come as a shock 
to Britishers to hear that their 
beer is likely to be made from American 
hops before long. Such is the case, how- 
ever. English brewers are faced with 
the prospect of one of the worst hop 
geasons on record. No hops, no beer, 
that is unless resource is had to dele- 
terious compounds and the English 
brewers feel that they have a reputation 
to sustain. The hop crop has been going 
from bad to worse now for some years 
and the growers, merchants and brewers 
are looking out for some means to get 
over the difficulty. Foreign hops—that is 
those grown in European countries—do 
not suit the English palate and it is 
felt that in spite of insular prejudice re- 
source must be had to America. A dele- 
gation is in process of formation which 
will go to the United States in the course 
of a month or so to inquire into the hop- 
growing methods obtaining there. - The 
gentlemen chosen up to the present are 
representatives of the following firms: 
Messrs. Baker, White and Morgan, of 
London, Wilkinson & Sons, of Liverpool, 
Beecher & Richards, of Canterbury and 
a member of the firm of Barclay, Per- 
kins, Reid, Coombe & Company, the larg- 
est brewers in Great Britain. It is felt 
by the Brewers’ Association and the 
leading hop merchants that the English 
<limate is becoming year after year less 
favorable for hop raising, but it is under- 
stood at the same time that the Ameri- 
can hop is a hardier species and that it 
might flourish in English soil while with- 
standing the great difference in climate. 
If after taking expert evidence on the 
subject the delegation considers that the 
introduction of the American species 
into the English hop fields would be pro- 
ductive of good results, it will have an 
opportunity of testing its merits §ext sea- 
son.

Since the invention of Magna Char- 
ta, there was never such a marriage of 
wickedness and folly. 


Now it Was that Hill came from his 
prison and wrote the ‘‘Notes on the Situa- 
tion,’’ a series of papers, twenty-two in

classic. They roused the people and sav- 
ed/Georgia.- In 1867 and in 1868 he made 
some speeches that were simply the 
grandeur of eloquence, logic, and patriot- 
ism. At the close of one of them, Rob- 
ert\ Toombs threw his hat in the air, and 
clasping Hil] to his bosom, exclaimed: 
“Three cheers for Ben Hil!” The two 
had never been intimate, had long been 
rivals, but big as was the heart of 
Toombs, there was no room in it for 
envy. 

And now the work of reconstruction 
proceeded and a something happened in 
Georgia that reminds us of the medieval 
Italy that now applauded Colonna and 
now followed Ursini. When the work was 
done, when the amendments were a part 
of the constitution, Hil] advised their ac- 
ceptance by the south. It alienated thou- 
sands. He further lost the hearts of the 
people by favoring a lease of the Geor- 
gia state railroad, and the Bourbons did 
not like a speech that he made at a ban- 
quet given to one of President Grant's 
cabinet. 


These things prevented his election to 
the United States senate for the term be- 
ginning in 1873. He was refused the 
nomination for congress in 1874, but the 
man who was preferred to him died after 
election, and a convention was held to 
nominate his successor. The two-thirds 
rule prevailed. Hill’s friends were in the 
minority, but they refused to abandon 
him. The issue was referred to the peo- 
ple, and Hill was elected. In December, 
1875, he took his seat in the forty-fourth 
congress. He was now 52 years old, 
the first lawyer and the first orator of 
the south, 


It was the first democratic congress in 
eighteen years. It was the ablest con- 
gress of the last half of the nineteenth 
century. Randall and Morrison were 
there, representative of the republican 
party. Lamar and Hill were there, rep- 
resentatives of the newly enfranchised 
south. At the last session of the pre- 
ceding congress Mr, Blaine, the speaker, 
had defeated Butler’s force bill, that 
would have made southern politics any- 
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tianity is a falsehood, humanity a lie, 
civilization is a cheat, or the man who 
will nut make a false charge for his life 
was néver guilty of willful murder.’ 


The generation is far enough away 
from that debate to discuss it on its 
merits. Dilaine not only failed to prove 
his charge against Mr. Davis, but Hill 
proved his negative, completely and tri- 
umphantly proved it. It is happy for 
this people that they have come to a4 
time when this most famous speech of 
the most brilliant man and most deloved 
statesman the republican party has pro- 
duced would ecnly call forth a jeer and 
a hiss if dellvered even by a Blaine in a 
sitting of the fiftyteighth congress, while 
ihe last public utterance of Jefferson 
Davis wculd extert applause, perhaps 
compel a tear, from the most arrogant 
and most intolerant republican of 903, 
Here it is for all mankind to commend: 

“The faces I see before mre are those of 
young men; had I not known this I 
would not have apneared before you. Men 
in whose hands the destinies of our 
1: southland lie, for love of her, I break 
my eilence, to speak to you a few words 
of respectful admonition. The past is 
dead; let it bury its dead, its hopes and 
its aspirations; before you lies the future. 
A future full cf golden promise, a future 
full of recompense for honorable en- 
dea\cr; a future of expanding national 
glory, befcre which all the world shall 
stand amazed. Let me beseech you to 
lay eside all rancor, all bitter sectional 
feeling, and to take your places in the 
renks of those who will bring about a 
consummation devoutly to be wished—a 
reunited country. : 

Hill served a single term ih the nation] 
house, and was then elected to the sen- 
ate. He was four years in that body and 
died before he was three-score. As a 
debater and an orator he was the equal 
of any man of his time. His great speech 
of May 10, 1879, is the finest exposition 
of the constitution of the United States 
in the English language, However ex- 
travagant that statement may seem, it 
will be truth and soberness if the skepiic 
will but take the trouble, if trouble it 
can be called—and to the intélligent mind 
it can be nothing but a delight—to read 
it and ponder it, and see this luminous 
mind unfold and light the inquirer to a 
realization of that wherein our govern- 
ment is national and wherein it is fed- 
eral. That speech Ought to be a text- 
book in every school. It Ought to be in 
every lawyer's office and on every edi- 
tor’s desk. It is Madison and Webster 
combined. 

The discussion of the case of Kellogg 
by Hill and Carpenter must leave in 
doubt the question as to who was the 
first constitutiona] lawyer and ablest de- 
bater of the senate—the senate of Blaine, 
Edmunds, Hoar, Conkling, Thurman, 
Vest, Lamar, Ingalls, as well as the sen- 
ate of Hill and Carpenter. 

It was Hill who unmasked Mahone in 
One Of the most terrific attacks in the 
history of the senate. It was adroit, too, 
and threw the little man into an ecstacy 
of rage. The burden of it was something 
like this: Who is this man so anxious; 
for the badge of infamy? And then he 
looked at Thurman, at Harris, at Vest, 
at Beck, at Voorhees, as though it were 
one of them—never at Mahone, as though 
he was above suspicion. 

But Hiil got Mahone’s scalp. In the 
very nature of things Mahoneism was 
bound to die without officia] patronage. 
When the quarrel came between Garfield 
and Conkling, Hill served notice on the 
administration that . Mahoneism must 
Stafve or Conkling should have Robert- 
son’g Scalp, The result is history. Ma- 
hone did the republican party incalcula- 
ble damage. Men of the north began to 
ask how far on the road to repudiation 
the fepublican party would go if the 
patronage of the executive department 
was at stake, when, to save the misera- 
‘ble spoils of the senate, that party made 
political alliance with one whose whole 
political stock in trade had been repu- 
diation? 


COTTON CRISIS 
DRAWS BRITONS 


Closing Mills at Manchester 
Forces Emigration 


Many Mill Hands Have Entered Can- 
ada from England Only To Find 
Little Prospect of Work. 

Mrs. Gordon Central Fig- 
ure of Celebration.

Chicago, October 3.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The crisis in the British 
cotton industry, resulting in the closing 
of mills at Manchester and other points, 
is bringing about a great influx of cot- 
ton Canada. Advices frota 
across the line say that hundreds of 
skilled cperators and their families are 
coming in, having despaired of better 
conditions in England. 

The cotton trade in Canada at the 
present is in such condition that the 
mills are reducing, rather than augment- 
ing their forces. As high as !I!% cents a 
pound is being paid for cotton of fair 
grade. Anything that can be bought 
cheaper is fit for little less than rope 
making, Canadian manufacturers are try- 
ing to figure out what their year’s Sup- 
ply of cotton is going to cost them. Some 
months they pooh-poohed the predictions 
that the price would go above 10 cents. 
Now they fear it will go much higher. 

The worst feature, according to the 
manufacturers, is that there are no re- 
serve stocks in sight, consequently no 
basis upon which to estimate the price 
six months hence.

Severe Plague of Fleas. 


Perhaps, it is indelicate to say anything 
about it, .but the grievous fact remains 
that Chicago is sorely afflicted with a 
plague of fleas. Not the ordinary flea 
that annoys dogs ana cats and shuns 
mankind, but large and especially pestif- 
erous insects, wQose bite is unusually 
poisonous. 

Health department officials admit they 
are unable to cope with the pest. Hun- 
dreds of complaints have been pouring 
in within three weeks. Dr. Charles Behm. 
of the department, says the situation is 
becoming so serigys that extensive ex- 
periments are being conducted at the 
municipal laboratory to discover an effi- 
cient disinfectant. This week a physician 
reported a supposed case of smallpox to 
the department, and inspectors were sent 
out to placard the house. Closer inevs- 
tigation showed that the child was suf- 
fering from flea bites, not smallpox, and 
inquiry ign the neighborhood brought to 
light twenty similar cases, all of whom 
were probably as ill as if they had been 
afflicted with smallpox. No explanation 
has so far been offered for the invasion, 
although it is thought the fleas breed in 
new lumber. 


Employers Demand Sobriety. 


Playing the races, patronizing the sa- 
loons and smoking cigarettes are strict- 
ly under the ban in all the large mer- 
cantile and manufacturing concerns of 
Chicago, and the movement has spread 
to all the railroads.

It was the good year 1855 a young man 
came out of Troup county, an Admirable 
Crichton, and made a political tour of 
Georgia. He was a Whig, and believed 
in the teachings of Madison, held to the 
interpretations of Marshall, and agreed 
with the,expoundings of Webster. Per- 
haps he was not the superior of Toombs 
as a debater; perhaps not the superior 
of Cobb as an orator; perhaps not. the 
superior of Stephens as a logician, but he 
was the inferior of none of them in any 
admirable attribute of the human charac- 
ter, or any great quality of the human 
mind, and he was a match for all of them 
as a statesman, as a patriot and @s a 
man. It was when he first heard him 
that Toombs paid him the splendid com- 
pliment and clothed it in the classic 
speech that is the quotation with which 
this paper opens. Such was Benjamin 
Harvey Hill at the age of 32. 


Toombs, Cobb and Stephens were a 
formidable triumvirate, and to them one 
may add the unique personality and com- 
plex character of Joseph E. Brown. All 
these opposed Hill and held the road of 
preferment against him. While Hill was 
not the child of poverty, his mother and 
a Maiden aunt of his mother made such 
sacrifices as only good women can make 
to defray the expense of his education. 
‘““Mother,”’ promised he, “I'll come back 
with the first honors of the university.” 
And he did. He went to the battle of life 
and had for capital a splendid intellect, 
an indomitable courage, and a lofty 
aspiration.

Stephens positively hated him. Hil) 
was a fighter, and that best of fighters, 
an aggressive one. Secure in Gibraltar, 
he would have scorned to receive at- 
tack, but would have sailed from his 
fortress and in placid seas, or on moun.- 
tain waves, he would have striven with 
an adversary on even terms. Though 
the pass were Thermopylae, and the de- 
fenders Spartans, he would not halt or 
hesitate to attack and fight to the last. 
Jeff Davis called him “Hill the faithful,” 
and he was to Davis all Douglas was 
to Bruce. 

Perhaps it was a discussion 
Kansas-Nebraska bill that was the 
youthful Hill’s first meeting witn the 
veteran Stephens. Both had been whigs 
and Hill was yet a whig. Stephens was 
for the Kansas-Nebraska  legisiation, 
and Hil] opposed it. Both were svuth- 
ern to the marrow and both pro-slavery 
in sentiment. It was a baitle of the 
giants, and there were not two opinions 
as to whom was the victor, and Ste- 
phens confirmed that opinion by his loss 
of temper. He was overmatched, and

Not only hated David, but the king. 


So exasperated was Stephens that he 
engaged in a correspondence with Hin 
that he intended should lead to 2 hostilé 
meeting, and, indeed, he did send a 
challenge. At that time in the south the 
code was the higher law. From the 
eastern shore of Virginia to the western 
boundary of Texas gentlemen appealed 
to it for the settlement of personal dls- 
pute. The code was repeaied at the 
north because the mecting belween Burr 
and Hamilton was fatal. A like meet- 
ing between Jackson and Clay would 
have abolished it in the south. He was 
a very brave man who would refuse a 
challenge in Georgia the year 1856, and 
he was an extraordinary man whom 
such refusal would not utteriy and for- 
ever undo, but Hill was qa brave man 
and an extraordinary man. In reply 
to Stephens he said he was a member 
of the Christian church and no bypo- 
crite, and had no disposition to appear 
before his Maker with blood on hit 
hands that he had deliberately shed: that 
he had a wife and children to shield, 
protect and support, and a conscience to 
guard from remorse, -while Stephens had 
neither family nor conscience, and th 
eontest being thus unequal, he declined 
to engage in it. Stephens then posted 
him as a braggart, a liar and a pol- 
troon. He replied in a scorching letter, 
and. his invective was as flerce as his 
ridicule had been irresistible. He closed 
with these significant words: “If any 
gentleman doubts that I have not the 
courage to defend myself anywhere and 
everywhere, there is a short and easy 
way to test it.” It was not “tested, 
Georgia knew Ben Hill, and he did not 
have to fight to be a brave man. 

In 1857 the democrats nominated Joe 
Brown for governor and the whigs nomi- 
rated Hill. They who heard them on the 
stump saw in Hill the Montrose who 
fought the battles of giants at the head 
of Highland clans, and when reconstruc- 
tion came there were these who thought 
they saw in Brown the Scot who sold his 
master for a geat. Hill -was the lion, 
Brown the fox. Had Hill been an 4s- 
gsassin, the dagger would have been his 
weapon; Brown would have employed the 
cup. Hill was a pronounced union man; 
Brown was an avowed secessionist. 
Georgia was democratic, but Hill greatly 
reduced the majority. He was then but 
34 years of age and the most interesting 
figure in Georgia. When cecession came 
he and Stephens strove against it, but 
they were then and ever after kitten per- 
sonal enemies. if cll the south had 
hearkened to these two men, what an 
‘liad of woes would she have avoided! 


—_—-—— 


Though he was 2 strong union man, 
Troup county unanimously sent hitd to 
the state conventicn that adopted the 
crdinance of secession over his solemn 
varning; but when war came Ben Hill 
was the southern Cato. We fondly called 
‘Allen G. Thurman “The Old Roman,” 
but the most Roman of all American 
statesmen was Benjamin Harvey Hill. 
Hie never despaired, and he was the 
reminder of that Roman senate that 
oxposed to sale the jand on which the 
victorious army of Hannibal was en- 
camped. In the confederate senate he 
was the chempion of Jefferson Davis, 
and it is praise enough to say that he 
suecessfully sustained and returned the 
assaults William L. Yancey and Louis 
T. Wigfall made against the adminis- 
tration. 

And when the evil days came, when 
the incomparable army of northern Vir- 
virnjia was “slein valor,” buried on the 
stricken fields from Bull Run to Peters- 
burg—when heroism itself despaired and 
men shrank from Jefferson Davis, Hill 
wes faithful foevnd— 

Among the faithless, faithful only he. 

Had Hill been in the United tSates sen- 
ate when Davis was there they would 
not have been in accord, for Hill was the 
disciple of Webster and Davis was the 
disciple of Calhoun. But now Hill was 
closer to the fallen leader than a brother. 
He would not Hear of surrender: He was 
never so eloquent as then, his oratory 
never so fervid. his patriotism never so 
ardent. Unrivale@ as a debater, and 
matchless as an orator, in t®e late winter 
of 1865 and early spring—just before Ap- 
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“BENJAMIN HARVEY HILL. 


“SAVOYARD” In the Washinaton Post. 
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delivered speeches to thé populace calling 
to arms. Perhaps noffRing equal to it 
came from other lips, northern and south- 
ern, during that momentous struggle. One 
who heard him repeated from memory 
to the writer of this a passage as fol- 
lows: 

“The army is our only safety. It is in 
the ranks, in the forefront of battle 
where independence is to be achieved. 1 
discard all mere personality at this mo- 
ment and place life and fortune on the 
altar of our country and offer them a 
free sacrifice for the sunny south. I 
could at this moment fake in my arms 
and press to my heart the most hated foe 
I have on earth if he wil] but come to 
the rescue of our beloved and beleaguered 
land. Nay, more. [ could cover him 
with immortelles, decorate him with gar- 
lands of flowers, and crown him with 
wreaths of laurels and of bay. Awake! 
Arise! Ho! to the rescue every one! 
Our country is in danger! Let us con- 
quer victory or welcome glorious death!” 

But it was unavailing. There was but 
one Jefferson Davis, but one Benjamin H. 
Hill, but one Isham G. Harris at the 
south. A levy en masse saved France. 
It might have saved the south. 

The south was overthrown and Hill 
was put in prison. The vultures and ver- 
min of reconstruction preyed on Georgia. 
A satrapy was where a republic had been. 
Despotism was where liberty had been, 
Knavery was where honor had been. Vice 
was where virtue had beén. Ignorance 
was wihere intelligence had been. Free- 
men were enslaved and made subjects 
and slaves were enlarged and made rvj- 
ers. Since the invention of Magna Char- 
ta, there was never such a marriage of 
wickedness and folly. 


Now it was that Hill came from his 
prison and wrote the ‘‘Notes on the Situa- 
tion,”’ a series of papers, twenty-two in 
number, and each a political and literary 
classic. They roused the people and say- 
ed Georgia. In 1867 and in 1868 he made 
some speeches that were simply the 
grandeur of eloquence, logic, and patriot- 
ism. At the close of one of them, Rob- 
ert Toombs threw his hat in the air, and 
clasping Hil] to his bosom, exclaimed: 
“Three cheers for Ben Hill!” The two 
had never been intimate, had long been 
rivals, but big as was the heart of 
Toombs, there was no room in it for 
envy. 

And now the work of reconstruction 
proceeded and a something happened in 
Georgia that reminds us of the medieval 
Italy that now applauded Colonna and 
now followed Ursini. When the work was 
done, when the amendments were a part 
of the constitution, Hil} advised their ac- 
ceptance by the south. It alienated thou- 
sands. He further lost the hearts of the 
people by favoring a lease of the Geor- 
gia state railroad. and the Bourbons did 
not like a speech that he made at a ban- 
quet given to one of President Grant’s 
cabinet. 

These things prevented his election to 
the United States senate for the term be- 
ginning in 1873. He was refused the 
nomination for congress in 1874, but the 
man who was preferred to him died after 
election, and a convention was held to 
nominate his successor. The two-thirds 
rule prevailed. Hill’s friends were in the 
minority, 
him. The issue was referred to the peo- 
ple, and Hill was elected. In December, 
1875, he took his seat in the forty-fourth 
congress. He was now 52 years old, 
the first lawyer and the first orator of 
the south, 


It was the first democratic congress in 
eighteen years. It was the ablest con- 
gress of the last half of the nineteenth 
century. Randall and Morrison were 
there, representative of the republican 
party. Lamar and Hil] were there, rep- 
resentatives of the newly enfranchised 
south. At the last session of the pre- 
ceding congress Mr. Blaine, the speaker, 
had defeated Butler’s force bill, that 
would have made southern politics any- 
thing Grant's administration desired. 
That did not suit Mr. Blaine, who was 
no favorite of that administration, and 
the tradition is that he taught Randall, 
Beck and Lamar a parliamentary trick o’ 
fence that sent to the boneyard General 
Butler’s bill. The republicans oY states 
where Mr. Blaine was very strong re- 
sented that work, and muttered and 
threatened things. 
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And Mr. Blaine, who neither loved nor 
hated the south, now came to realize this 
sentence from George Eliot: “Our own 
safety sometimes makes grim demands of 
us." His political safety demanded of 
him a waving of the bloody shirt. The 
call was not in vain. te waved it and 
did it magnificently. Here is a passage: 

“And I here, before God, measuring my 
words: knowing their full extent and im- 
port, ‘declare that neither the deeds of 
the duke of Alva in the low countries, 
nor the massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
nor the thumb screws and engines of 
torture of the Spanish inquisition, begin 
to compare in atrocity with the hideous 
crimes of Andersonville.’’ 

In another paragraph he said that Jef- 
ferson Davis was the author—knowingly, 
deliberately, guiltily and wil]fully—of the 
gigantic murder and crime at Anderson- 
ville. 

It fell to Ben Hill to answer that 
bloody-shirt speech, and in the whole his- 
tory of parliamentary elOquence there 
never was a completer nor more tri- 
umphant answer. It is a very quotable 
speech, but it is unnecessary to allude to 
but two points—one that there was no 
medicine at the south, and the United 
States government was the first and only 
government on earth, not excepting the 
consulship of: Aiva in the Netherlands, 
to make medicine a contraband of war. 
Imagine a fact ise that in the hands of 
Ben Hill. 

Then he cited federal statistics, and 
they were these: The report of Secré- 
tary Stanton showed that the federal 
prisoners in confederate hands during the 
war were in round numbers 270,000, while 
the confederate prisoners in federal hands 
were 220,000, and yet but 22,000 federal 
prisoners died at the south, while 26,000 
eonfederate prisoners died at the nortn— 
that is to say, more than 1/2 per cent of 
the confederates in federal hands died, 
and less than 9 per cent of the federals 
in confederate hands died. These were 
further facts that he employed remorse- 
lessly. So much of a@ partisan as the 
biographer of James A. Garfield admitted 
the defeat of Mr. Blaine in that discus- 
sion. . 

Hill admitted that there werg horrors 
at Andersonville, but he showed the same 
rations that were issued confederates in 
the ranks were issued the prisoners at 
Andersonville, and quoted :nedical author- 
ity to the effect that the big death rate 
et Andersonville was in great :aeasure 
due to the lack of medicines. . 

He cited the fact that Captain Wirz 
was offered his life if he would only 
implicate Mr. Davis in the horrcrs of 
Anéersonville. Wirz refused the bribe. 
Hill made this comment: 

“Sir, what Wirz, within two hours of 
his execution, would not say for his life 
the gentleman from Maine says to keep

tianity is a falsehood, humanity a lie, 
civilization is a cheat, or the man who 
will nut make a false charge for his life 
Was never guilty of willful murder.” 


The generation is far enough away 
from that detate to discuss it on its 
merits. Blaine not only failed to prove 
his charge against Mr. Davis, but Hi‘l 
proved his negative, completely and tri- 
umphantly proved it. It is happy for 
this people that they have come to a 
time when this most famous speech of 
the most brilliant man and most veloved 
statesman the republican party has pro- 
duced would enly call forth a jeer and 
a hiss if dellvered even by a Blaine in a 


sitting of the fifty-elghth congress, while 


ihe last public utterance of Jefferson 
Davis wculd extert. applause, perhaps 
corpel a tear, from the most arrogant 
and inost intolerant republican of [903, 
Here it is for all mankind to commend: 

“The faces I see before mre are those of 
young men; had I not known this I 
would not have apneared before you. Men 
in whose hands the destinies of our 
southland lie, for love of her, I break 
my -ilence, to speak to you a few words 
of respectful admonition. The past is 
dead; let it bury its dead, its hopes and 
its aspirations; before you lies the future. 
A future full of golden promise, a future 
full of recompense for honorable en- 
dea\cr; @ future of expanding national 
glory, before which all the world shall 
stand amazed. Let me beseech you to 
lay eside all rancor, all bitter sectional 
feeling, and to take your places in the 
renks of those who will bring about a 
consummation devoutly to be wished—a 
reunited country. ; 

Hill served a single term in the nation] 
house, and was then elected to the sen- 
ate. He was four years in that body and 
died before he was three-score. As a 
debater and an orator he was the equal 
of any man of his time. His great speech 
of May 10, 1879, is the finest exposition 
of the constitution of the United States 
in the English language, However ex- 
travagant that statement may seem, it 
will be truth and soberness if the skeptic 
will but take the trouble, if trouble it 
can be called—and to the intelligent mind 
it can be nothing but a delight—to read 
it and ponder it, and see this luminous 
mind unfold and light the inquirer to a 
realization of that wherein our govern- 
ment is national and wherein it is fed- 
eral. That speech ought to be a text- 
book in every school. It Ought to be in 
_— lawyer's office and on every edi- 
t6r's desk. It is Madison and Webster 
combined. 

The discussion of the ease of Kellogg 
by Hill and Carpenter must leave in 
doubt the question as to who was the 
first constitutional lawyer and ablest de- 
bater of the senate—the senate of Blaine, 
Edmunds, Hoar, Conkling, Thurman, 
Vest, Lamar, Ingalls, as well as the sen- 
ate of Hill and Carpenter. 

It was Hill who unmasked Mahone in 
One Of the most terrific attacks in the 
history of the senate. It was adroit, too, 
and threw the little man into an ecstacy 
of rage. The burden of it was something 
like this: Who is this man so anxious 
for the badge of infamy? And then he 
looked at Thurman, at Harris, at Vest, 
at Beck, at Voorhees, as though it were 
one of them—never at Mahone, as though 
he was above suspicion. 

But Hiil got Mahone’s scalp. In the 
very nature of things Mahoneism was 
bound to die without official patronage. 
When the quarrel came between Garfield 
and Conkling, Hill served notice on the 
administration that Mahoneism must 
stafye or Conkling should have Robert- 
son's scalp, The result is history. Ma- 
hone did the republican party incalcula- 
ble damage. Men of the north began to 
ask how far on the road to repudiation 
the fepublican party would go if the 
patronage of the executive department 
was at stake, when, to save the misera- 
‘ble spoils of the senate, that party made 
political alliance with one whose whole 
political stock in trade had been repu- 
diation? 

Hill’$ was the shortest of all the great 
parliamentarian careers in our history— 
two years in the house and four years in 
the senate—and yet his fame is as great 
as that of any of his contemporarie§. 
What would it have been if his senatorial 
career had been as léng as Sherman's or 
Edmundg or Cockrell’s or Morgag’s. True, 
he was f€ur years in the confederate sen- 
ate, buthis career there is only tradi- 
tion. 

He wag the leader of the gulf states 
bar, and the equal of any lawyer of his 
day. Some of his fees were enormous 
for the gouth—one $65,000. What he 
made at the bar he lost as a planter. He 
was always princely and his hand was 
éver open, 

His last @ays were heroic—like Grant’s. 
Nearly higlast words were, “I know my 
Redeemer fiveth,” and his very last 
words, “‘Almost home,”

By Edward F. Youngy 
Chicago, October 3.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The crisis in the British 
cotton industry, resulting in the closing 
of mills at Manchester and other points, 
is bringing“about a great influx of cot- 
ton operators to Canada. Advices from 
across the line say that hundreds of 
skilled cperators and their families are 
coming in, having despaired of better 
conditions in England. 

The cotton trade in Canada at the 
present is in such condition that the 
mills are reducing, rather than augment- 
ing their forces. As high as 11% cents a 
pound is being paid for cotton of fair 
grade. Anything that can be bought 
cheaper is fit for little less than rope 
making, Canadian manufacturers are try- 
ing to figure out what their year’s Sup- 
ply of cottons gOing to cost them. Some 
months they pooh-poohed the predictions 
that the price would go above 10 cents. 
Now they fear it will go much higher. 

The worst feature, according to the 
manufacturers, is that there are no re- 
serve stocks in sight, consequently no 
basis upon which to estimate the price 
six months hence. 


End of the Centennial. 

Chicago is slowly calming down after 
a week’s celebration of its centennial. 
For six days thousands upon thousands 
of strangers have thronged the steets, 
packed the hotels, craned their ae 
at the tall buildings, and, incidentally, 
Jeft thousands of dollars in their wake. 
Chicago never overlooks this .important 
part of the programme. During the 
hundred years of its existence the city 
has become very deft in the art of sep- 
arating the stranger from his moncy. 

Among the central figures in the hon- 
ored guests during centennial week were 
General W. W. Gordon and Mrs. Gordon, 
of Savannah, Ga. Mrs. Gordon’s grand- 
father, John Kinzie, built the first house 
in Chicago. She and her husband were 
the center of numerous receptions, Lan- 
quets and other entertainments, includ- 
ing a highly formal function at the res- 
idence of Mrs. B. A. Fessenden, an old 
friend of the Kinzie family. The scutn- 
ern guests have occupied much space in 
the daily records of the gala week, the 
newspaper eagerly grasping any inter- 
views Mrs. Gordon chose to give. , 


Praises Georgia Crops. 


Mayor Evan P. Howell, executive head 
of Atlanta, was among,the notable south- 
ern visitors. He brought the greetings 
“Chicago of the South’’ to her 
northern prototype. 

“It has been four or five years since 
I was last in Chicago,’’ said Mr. Howell, 
“but I see you keep on improving. We 
are enjoying the ‘est of prosperity in 
the south. We have a big corn crop 
and the prices are good, Georgia will 
have one of the largest corn crops in her 
history this year, There is plenty of 
business and we are all well satisfied 
This is my first and only term as mayor 
of Atlanta, as we elect a mayor down 
there for only one term of two years.” 

Mayor Howell was one of the dele- 
gates to the banquet given visiting may- 
ors at the Auditorium Thursday evening 
and delivered a very pleasing address. 


Severe Plague of Fleas. 


Perhaps, it is indelicate to say anything 
about it, but the grievous fact remains 
that Chicago is sorely afflicted with a 
plague of fleas. Not the ordinary flea 
that annoys dogs ang cats and shuns 
mankind, but large and especially pestif- 
erous insects, wQose bite is unusually 
poisonous. 

Health department officials admit they 
are unable to cope with the pest. Hun- 
dreds of complaints have been pouring 
in within three weeks. Dr. Charles Behm. 
of the department, says the situation is 
becoming so serious that extensive ex- 
periments are being conducted at the 
municipal laboratory to discover an effi- 
cient disinfectant. This week a physician 
reported a supposed case of smallpox to 
the department, and inspectors were sent 
out to placard the house. Closer inevs- 
tigation showed that the child was suf- 
fering from flea bites, not smallpox, and 
inquiry ig the neighborhood brought to 
light twenty similar cases, all of whom 
were probably as ill ag if they had been 
afflicted with smallpox. No explanation 
has so far been offered for the invasion, 
although it is thought the fleas breed in 
new lumber. 


Employers Demand Sobriety. 


Playing the races, patronizing the sa- 
loons and smoking cigarettes are strict- 
ly under the ban in all the large mer- 
ecantile and manufacturing concerns of 
Chicago, and the movement has spread 
to all the railroads. It is held that an 
employee who frequents the race track, 
or who drinks to a noticeable degree, is 
unfit for business, while there seems no 
doubt that a persistent cigarette smoker 
speedily becomes an object of pity and 
a candidate for an asylum. One of the 
most stringent orders has been posted 
by the Western Electric Company, which 
employs more than !,000 young men. The 
rule forbids any of the three offenses 
under pain of instant dismissal. This 
concern employs a large number of col- 
lege graduates and the Managers say 
they never have any trouble whatever 
with a college man. Every year an agent 
is sent to the various institutions to of- 
fer positions to the graduates who have 
shown proficiency in electric work or 
who have a desire to take up that branch. 

Sad Coincidence in Deaths. 


Several months ago Charles Dubois and 
his wife quarreled and separated, the 
husband leaving his wife and four chil- 
dren. Nothing more was heard of him 
and the mother, rendered ill by worry, 
was last week taken to a hospital. The 
four children were left to shift for them- 
selves, but were cared for by kind neigh- 
bors. One day this week an officer was 
sent to the deserted home to tell the 
children that their father had been mur- 
dered at Buxton, Iowa. He had just 
completed his sad mission and was quit- 
ting the house when another messenger 
came from Provident hospital to inform 
the children that their mother had died. 
Father and mother had passed away 
within a few hours of each other and the 
deserted children found themselves en- 
tirely alone in the world. The pitiful 
circumstances, however, served to bring 
them to the attention of charitable per- 
sons and they will be properly cared for.

A leading Chicago banker, who was in 
New York yesterday contributed perhaps 
the most important information in regard 
to the condition of 
the interior that has 
since it bears the vast army of 
Smaller tradesmen and manufacturwrs 
Outside of the largest centers. The same 
rule, he said, should apply to all 
of the country. He said: 

I have seen no evidence whatever of 
any contraction of credit or chilling 
of business confidence among the 
masses of the west. Beyond the Mis- 
sissippi river, except in the large 
cities, they care nothing about Wall! 
street and know little about it. They 
tell us that the cessation of building 
operations in large cities has not had 
any effect whatever in the country 
and the smaller towns. They buv few 
bonds and fewer stocks, ‘but they are 
putting their surplus funds into real 
estate, or lending them..e# on ‘mort- 
gage, grain, stock and “things in 
which they are pretty sure to get their 
money back. They have speculated 
more or less in grain, to be sure. but 
this has not carried with it any sign 
of decreased business activity: on 
the contrary, the size of the crops has 
made them hopeful and confident that 
we will have continued prosperity. 

Now, I claim that such conditions 
exist in most of the interior districts 
of the west and south; possibly also 
in the east, and that the uneasiness 
prevails only in the large cities. Again, 
only a small per cent of the city peo- 
ple are watching investments and 
studying the laws of supply and de- 
mand. In a word, the vast majority 
of the people in this country are en- 
Hrely easy in their minds and it will 
take more convincing things than de- 
pressions and of fortunes by 
millionaires who have over-speculated 
and curtailed operations of big corpo- 
rations to make the plain people stop 
doing things just as they have been 
doing for several years. They will not 
buy any less, in my opinion, for they 
have laid by large surpluses and are 
in easy circumstances. Even the coun- 
try bankers whom I have met recent- 
ly are in a strong position and have 
not loaded up their vaults with ‘“un- 
digested’ securities. One banker with- 
in a hundred miles of Chicago told me 
that he did not know what such things 
were and | could not persuade him to 
buy good bonds. He loans much of his 
money on safe collateral in his own 
territory, including grain and stock 
hauled to market by the farmers. He 
also carries a considerable balance 
with a city bank. He is not making all 
the money there fs, but he is satisfied 
with doing a little better each year. 

The merchants inf the west can get 
al] the money they need for autumn 
requirements and in Chicago there is 
no fear that all the deserving ones 
will be taken care of at moderate rates 
of interest. What funds we shall get 
from New York to help move the crops 
with is our own, Which we have been 
lending out in the market. We are not 
robbing the New York banks, as some 
appear think. Even in the large 
western cities I have not seen any de- 

cided contraction in general business 

operations. The restriction in building 
is temporary and due to strike condi- 
tions: These will be short lived.

Chicago, October 3.—A severe decline 
occurred in wheat today due to the bear- 
ish advices from the southwest where 
stocks are said to be piling up rapidly 
and December closed at a loss of !@I‘*c.

January pro- 
visions were from 2% to 7%c lower. 

With the opening sales wheat prices 
started in a downward direction and the 
decline continued throughout the entire 
session. The opening was barely steady 
on rather indifferent cables, December 
being unchanged to a shade higher at 
78%.@781, to 78%c.

Loss in Cash Item in Bank Statement 
a Disappointment, and Violent 
Jump in Cotton Was Not

New York, October 3.—Today’s market 
Was narrow and dull and was largely con- 
fined to professional operations. The 
movement was decidedly irregular, and 
especially at the close, when some of the 
leading stocks ran up to the top level of 
the day—notably, St. Paul and New York 
Central, while others ran off to the low- 
est, Erie and Missouri Pacific being con- 
spicuous. The tone was somewhat unset- 
tled throughout, London’s influence caus- 
ed the opening decline, and an effective 
rally wag lost on the appearance of the 
bank statement. The decrease in the loan 
item was satisfactory in view of the 
heavy requirements of the October | 
setttements and the steel conversion syn- 
dicate needs, but the decrease in cash of 
$1,664,500 disappointed expéctations. This 
item, however, was complicated by the 
cash dividend payment for the National 
Bank of Commerce in the adjustment ot 
its merger with the Western national 
bank. The market rallied well and closed 
irregular as above indicated. There was 
evidence of some left-over liquidation and 
the ougcgme of the Baltimore banking 
embarrassments was still a somewhat dis- 
turbing factor On sentiment. The vivo- 
lent jump in the cotton market on the 
government's monthly report of condi- 
tions was not well received in the stock 
market. Sterling exchange was easy and 
discount rates declined in London with 
reports of large arrivals of gold from 
South Africa. New York’s probable com- 
ing requirements upon London for gold 
thus promises to be facilitated. The 
showing in the annual reports of Reading 
and New York Central was considered fa- 
vorable. There were signs of contin- 
uance of arbitrage operations by the un- 
derwriting syndicate by buying United 
States Steel preferred and selling the 
bonds.

Comment on Bank Statement. 
New York, October 3.—The Néw York 
Financier says: 
“The striking feature of the official 
Statement of the New York associated 
banks ,last week was the decrease of 
$1,664,500 in cash instead Of an increase 
of $1,439,600, as was estimated from the 
traceable movement of money during the 
week. It is difficult to explain the dis- 
crepancy between the official loss and the 
estimated gain upon the theory of aver- 
ages, tor in the previous week there was 
a more or less important difference,which 
it would seem shéuld have been cor- 
by the average system. There 
were, however, large payments by the 
banks into the subtreasury in the clos- 
ing days of the bank week for account 
Of institutions retiring circulation, and 
this may in part account for the discrep- 
ancy. The loans were decreased $4,144.- 
600 during the week, but this was ex- 
pected as the result of the somewhat 
violent liquidation in the stock market 
early in the week, and also of the oper- 
ations incident te the October settle- 
ments. The deposits were decreased 
$4,130 000, whereas the reduction in loans 
and the loss of cash together called for 
a @ecrease of $5,809,100: therefore, the 
statement does not balance by $1,678,300. 
it may be noted that the balance was 
probably somewhat deranged. as was ex- 
pected. by the changes incident to the 
merger of the Western national bank 
of the United States with the National

The closing of va- 
rious mills and the admitted «necessity 
for curtailment of the pig iron output 
gave additional force to these surmise# 
and gave rise to an apprehension that a 
coming industrial depression and an eco- 
nomic crisis was being foreshadowed by 
the continued depression in the securi- 
ties market. It was obvious that the 
apprehension in the stOck market was 
having a reactionary effect also upon the 
commertia! situation, and this was au- 
thoritatively pointed out in the iron and 
steel market. Closing down of mines in 
the anthracite region owing to the ac- 
cumulation of stocks was an additional] 
factor in the feeling of depression. The 
turn in the situation was due to some 
extent to the exercise of main strength 
by the great banking interests. But the 
support owed its effects also to the fact 
that the liquidation had largely run its 
course, except so far as the cumulative 
force of the continuing shrinkage was 
extending its necessities. 

The anxiety of Monday led to a thHor- 
ough canvass of the situation by the 
banks which resulted in the reassurance 
that they were able to find no trace of the 
mysterious trouble which persistent Tru- 
mor said was hanging over the market. 
The views of Jacob H. Schiff, of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., on the situation in an inter- 
view for the Associated Press, attracted 
much attention. Mr. Schiff characterized 
the selling movement as a fever which 
must run its course and which had reach- 
ed proportions which found no basis in 
reason or in the situation and outlook. 
Mr. Schiff pointed out, however, that 
with the inability of corporations to 
finance their requirements, owing to the 
impairment and _ contraction of credit, 
business throughout the country must, 
after a time, fall off, with the conse- 
quence that a large amount of funds will 
then be found seeking employment with 
a stimulation of the demand for securi- 
ties. The turn of the month and the quar- 
ter also had some influence in relieving 
the situation. The end of the corner in 
cotton is calculated to have far-reaching 
effect, both in financia] and industrial af- 
fairs. The increased demand for commis- 
sion houses accounts and for cotton mills 
made itself promptly known with the 
passing of the artificial price level estab- 
lished by the corner, and the confidence 
in a large export demand to follow 
brought a flood of cotton bills into the 
exchange market, with a resulting break 
in the sterling rate to within measurable 
distance of the gold import point. Free 
supplies have come into the money mar- 
ket as a result of government operations, 
including the redemption of 5 per cents 
and deposit of internal revenue receipts 
in the banks. The arrival of over a mil- 
lion dollars in gold at San Francisco from 
Australia and its transfer through the 
treasury to New York had a timely et- 
fect upon the money market. The liate- 
ness of the corn and spring wheat cro}s 
still deters the movement of currency to 
the west. Some hope is indulged that the 
deposit of government funds with west- 
ern banks may lighten the pressure upon 
New York, and that the reflux of funds 
from the cotton region may set in in 
time to help meet the western demand. 
The completion of arrangements for the 
extension of the United States Steel 
stock conversion scheme seems to have 
relieved the market from immediate pres- 
sure. London has had the benefit of the 
turn of the month and this has relieved 
the New York market from some ap4a- 
thetic depression. The financla} embar- 
rassment admitted at Baltimore seemed 
to be regarded as a clearing up of a 
source of pressure whose mystery had 
been a disturbing element,
